Shucy Fung Lane, off Second Street .and 
opposite to No. gt of that. street, is practically 
shut op. The mortality here waa very great, 
The {nbabit.nts were principally night soll 
coolies and almost all dicd. -The occopants of 
houses fn Third Street adjoining this were also 
ne nerously attecked, q ‘ 

T might mention that thera is a latrine, no 
doubt well-known to the Sanitary authoritles, in 
Central Street market and three yards distant 
from it a large quantity of meat is often hanging 
for hours, 

The two questions (I) was there Infection of 
coolles 1 the latrines ? and (11) was there Infcc: 
tlon of the neighbourhood round about must vo 
hand In band seeing that so many of the Inha- 
bitants use the latrine. It must be remembered 
however that women and children do not 
patronize these institutions much, and ae large 
numbers of these have died I think [t must be 
conceded notwithstanding the fact that personal 
contact may, cause Infection, that both these 
questions should be answered In the affirmative, 
If not why should not all parts of these streets 
be equally affected if other things are equal? 
I would ask you to {nspect the latrines personally 
to see that my statements as to want of alr and 
disinfectants ta the feeces xre correct. When 
visiting these places I have not seen a eran of 
quick Ilme or adropofcarbollc acid or any other 

Hsinfectant ured to treat the excreta, and from 
what I learned by cross eximinatian of attendants 
It Is only by the merest chance that Jeyes Flold 
ever finds {ts way into the soil pan, ‘ 

Full statistics such as I-understand Mr. May 
has, would help very much to arrive at. an 
accurate result, ‘ 

T would sopgest that some one with a iittle 
Spare time should plot out the figures of the 
Plague or a map of the City and then 
the latrines should be loserted. This may go to 
prove what I have Indicated above, which I 
thlok [s only to be expected. Of course where 
so many cases have occurred In the infected 
areas tt would be unwise to Ivy this down as 
absolate; It {s only from what I have particularly 


noticed to the west ofthe Civil Hosplia). There

. CHEMULPO, August 15th. 
The Chinese army at Yashan have outwitted 
the Japanese {n @ way which is certalnly not 
very creditable to the millitery skill of the latter, 
While the Japanese were hoving their triumphal 
entry into Seoul with the spoils of a supposed 
great victory (which. spolis consisted of nine 
mountain guns, some ammunition and stores 
the Chinese were marching around to the caut 
of Seoul and by this time will have folned the 
maln body of the. Chinese Army at Pyeng An, 
The entire affatr at Yashan was very discredi. 
fable to the Japanese all around. Not osly the 
fact of the army marching around them and 
getting safely upto Pyeng Ao, but the fact of 
the Japanese filing on thelr own countrymen — 
and killing several hundred of them tbinking 
they were Chinese, not being able to distioguls! 
them atalght. At Ysqhan the Japanese killed 
and wounded weso between gco and 1,c0o men, 
Theso numbers were obialued by a foreigner 
who went to ‘Yashan soon after the battle, The 
Ch{nese army in marching north to Frecg 
An went by way of the provinee of Kang Won 
to the east of Seoul, At Chyoon Chyen (hey 
fell in with a body of roo Japanese and killed 
all. Rerort saya a few more bodies of troops 
were captured on ibe way, and as the Japsnese 
are known to have scattered bodies of troops on 
the way ft seems very probsble, The Japanese 
unwieely have scettered thelr troops in 
various small bodies all over the country. ‘They 
evidently see this now, for they are uniting them 
more at present. The Japanese have lost sil 
‘at lenst 2.000 men since entering Korea. 
A party of Japanese cavalry went to An Chyon, 
a walled town with a military mugletrate, an 
prodating'n letter from the king demanded the 
surrender of all tho-armarnd stores, The answer.

The Japarete Admirni'’s fligshlp the Matss- 
thima Ran, slacethe battle with the 7sfyuen 
has not been heard cf either by the people here 
or in Nrgasakl, and one can scarcely avold 
coming to the-concluston that she baa been 
sunk, The Yoshina Kon Mes an admiral's flag 
now, Ifthe former Aipship has not been sunk 
she must have been pretty badly disabled.
